, LAST YEAR'S CONTROVERSY RECALLED 


The mes Total of the Return Is Nearly 
$300,000-—Interesting Facts About 
Wr. Collier’s Suburban Property. 


A 


Mr. Wash Collier, whose tax returas have 
gradually become an eévont in the tax 
receiver’s office every vear, made nis re- 
turns Saturday afternoon and the valuation 
placed upon that portion of his property 
which has continually caused numerous dis- 
cussions in tax paying circles was given in 
at an increase of $15,000, despite’ the bard 
times and the fact that the acreage is less 
than it was last year. 

The sum total of Mr. Collier's returns was 
$298,980, mearly one-half of which was the 
return on the out-of-town rea! <state. Jast 
year 650 acres of suburban tand were put 
in at a valuatiom of $130,000, while this year 
640 acres were returned at $143,v0U. ahe ten 
acres that do not appear this year were 
sold to the Georgia, Cardiina and Northern 
road for $60,000, thus making the’ approxi- 
mate increase about $20,000, at his vaiuation 
of $500 an acre, The cu.y property is 
assessed by the city tax agsessors and wes 
returned at the sanie thing to the county, 
with a smail reduction. 

li. is possible that more than a few peto- 
pi2 remember the discussion that .the te- 
turn of Mr, Collier's propecty caused Iust 
year. The action of Tax Receiver aArmis- 
tead was ai first criticisei, but. when he 
gave his explanation it gas the conse 3s.cs 
of opinion that he did what was perfecily 
end legitimately proper. 

But not before there had been several 
interviews with both the comptroller gen- 
eral and the tax receiver. 

in 1882 the board of euualizers appo:nted 
by the county commissioners decided that 
Mr. Coliier’s county property was worth 
$400 per Acre and it was assessed at that. 
In 1883, when Mr. Collier went to make his 
tax returns, he entered a vigorous protest 
against paying tax on a valuation of $400 
per acre. His protest prolonged itselt in 
a decided kick and Mr. Collier said that 
it was outrageous that he should be made 
to pay tax at that valuation and offered to 
settle upon a basis of $500 an acre. Tax 
Receiver Armistead said that he would not 
do this, but made to Mr. Collier a proposi- 
tion. 


This proposition was that if the county’ 


commissioners would agree to set a valua- 
tion upon the property and relieve Mr. 
Armistead of the responsibility, he would 
accept whatever they choose to put it down 
at. Mr. Collier then went to work upon the 
county commissioners and despite his age 
proved to be a hustier of much merit. The 
next day he confronted the tax receiver 
with a smile on his face and a document 
in one hand. 

Mr. Collier began to unfold the paper 
and as it assumed larger proportions the 
smile widened accordingly. The name of 
every county commissioner was attached 
and every one of them were gown in writ- 
ing as saying that they believed that a 
valuation of $200 an acre on the 650 acres 
was sufficient. The property was returned 
at the valuation fixed by the commission- 
ers, 

In view of last years’ returns, Mr. Col- 
lier’s own valuation for this year is very 
interesting. 

The Largest Graded Return in Fulton, 

The return of property by Mr. Wash Col- 
lier is the largest graded return in the 
county. Two hundred acres in land lot 105 
are put down at $100,000, $500 an acre; 200 
acres in land lot 104 are returned at $35,000, 
and 240 acres in land lot 103, lot 109, and 
lot 110 are returned at $10,000. AH of the 
property is in district 17.
